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Why Tolerate Them? 


The federal superintendent of insur- 
ance asks parliament to enact legislation 
to prevent small loan companies “im- 
posing undue charges” on clients. In 
language which might be inappropriate in 
an official, what the superintendent wants 
is that parliament stop loan sharks prey- 
ing on the unfortunate who go to them 
to borrow a few dollars to keep soul and 
body together, pay a doctor’s bill or 
funeral expenses or meet some other 
emergency demand. 

A bill to do this was introduced at last 
session but was left on the list of unfin- 
ished business when parliament pro- 
rogued. There was no indication of 
opposition from any group or member, 
and it will doubtless be put through at the 
present session. That is to be hoped, par- 
ticularly if the bill is so worded that a 
“shark” once caught shall never be allow- 
ed to go into the loaning business again. 
Credit- mongers of that type are not 
needed in any country, and there is no 
reason why law officers should have to 
waste time trying to keep them within 
the bounds of law. The easier, cheaper 
and more effective way is to put them out 
of business once and for all when they are 
identified. 


A Ship of Mystery 


When the cruiser Devonshire dropped 
anchor at Minorca it started ripples of 
interest and wonder in all the capitals of 
Europe. Its mission apparently was to 
take aboard representatives of the Span- 
ish Government and the Insurgents, and 
provide them with detached quarters, free 
from reporters and interruption, in which 
to talk about the surrender of the island 
to Franco—the last of the Balearic group 
not already in his possession or occupied 
by Italy. 

What additional significance the visit 
of a British warship for this purpose may 
have, time will show. That it has some 
meaning other than a cordial desire to 
facilitate negotiations is fairly plain; 
since it would have been more consistent 
to let the Insurgents and the Government 
make their own deal there as they are 
doing elsewhere. 

Perhaps the call of the Devonshire was 
intended as a gentle reminder to Mussolini 
that the Balearic islands are not at his 
sole disposal or that of his man Franco. 
The group lies on the route from France 
to its African colonies. If a Fascist naval 
base is to be planted in the Balearics 
France may plant another there. 

So This Is “Sound Money’? 

Claresholm municipal hospital district 
is to build a new hospital money 
loaned by the Dominion Government at 
2 per cent.

The city itself is the largest Edmonton 
land-owner, and every lot and building it 
owns is exempt from taxes. All other 
exemptions put together make up only a 
small fraction of the city’s exemption 
total, the taxes normally collectable from 
which other property-owners have to pay. 
The one clear and certain hope the burg- 
esses have of a reduced mill rate is based 
on the chance that this city-owned prop- 
erty may be restored to private ownership 
and thus taken off the exempted list. 

Even the unprecedented inducements 
offered under the Dominion housing 
scheme have not resulted in this exempt 
property being bought and improved in 
any amount large enough to be practically 
important. Even last year’s sales provide 
an illustration of what the re-transfer of 
this unproductive property to private 
ownership would mean; rather than 
effecting any actual large gain in revenue 
to the city. For against the property sold 
must be placed the amount of property 
placed under caveat and thus marked as 
being non revenue-producing. \ 

If ten times the amount of city prop- 
erty sold last year could be sold this year, 
the effect upon civic revenue and the tax 
rate would be noticeable beyond doubt. 
There is little or no prospect of this hap- 


pening unless a veritable house-building 


campaign gets under way when spring 
opens. And there is practically no pros- 
pect of that unless the city itself fathers 
a building project of some sort on a broad 
scale. 

The property-owning taxpayer is 
therefore an interested party in the pro- 
posal of the city council to launch a build- 
ing project under the housing plan. If this 
is done, he may reasonably expect his tax 
bill to be reduced as non-paying property 
comes on the tax list. Otherwise the 
54 mill rate will have to stand. 


Editorial Notes 


Prime Minister de Valera is bringing 
in legislation to enable him to clamp down 
on the activities of the Irish Republican 
Army. His experience some years ago on 
the other side of the law will stand him in 
good stead in framing measures to curb 
the disturbers. With the English police 
hunting them on one side of the Irish Sea 
and the Irish police chasing them on the 
other, the bombers are in fair way ,to find 
they have bombed their way into jail.

No Fireworks 


The gloom and pessimism of journalistic and 
other prophets took a turn for the better yes- 
terday when the much-touted “crisis,” said to 
be involved in Hitler's speech to the German 
Reichstag, passed off without fireworks. 

There was lengthy reference to the question 
of colonies. There was a note of defiance in the 
warning to Democracy to let Germany settle her 
difficulties in her own way. But there was in 
evidence little of that spur-jingling and hell- 
roaring Hitler who boldly and arrogantly. défied 
the world in his address in the Sports Palace just 
prior to Munich.—Vancouver Sun. 


Democracies Together 


There will be no quarrel in the nation with 
respect to the English or French purchase of 
planes in this country. Rather will there be 
applause that our laws permit this collaboration 
of American skill with the needs of ti ese old 
allies of ours. But there should be, in ow judg- 
ment, an increased insistence upon a realistic 
viewpoint with respect to this collaboration and 
to the emergency in which the democracies of 
the world find themselves. Isolated co-opera- 
tion is not enough in such a crisis. There must 
be a general exploration of goals and methods 
and a searching effort to develop not only unity 
of military plans but a unity of policy through- 
out the democratic world. All sigris point to an 
increasing tension in Europe and the approach 
of another crisis comparable to that which reach- 
ed its climax in the collapse of the allies at 
Munich, Such tension and such crisis can hardly 
be avoided as long as the totalitarian states exist. 
There is all the more reason, therefore, why this 
country, in resolute defence of its own demo- 
cratic ideals, should close ranks with its fellow- 
democracies and for the period of emergency 
seek to formulate an agreement as to aims and 
means.—New York Herald Tribune.

Errors of policy are less 
ikely to be recognized in their early stages, and 
less likely to be halted before they have become 
major mistakes. The dropping of Schacht as 
head of the Reichsbank is symptomatic of the 
fact that the extremists are purging the last ele- 
ments of expert knowledge, internal criticism 
and restraint from the government counsels. As 
a result, the possibility of edicts and controls that 
may disorganize German industry becomes de- 
finitely greater. The process of socialization in 
itself involves weaknesses. Rapid socialization 
by extremists and fanatics may easily lead to un- 
balance and very serious weakness. We are deal- 
ing, it is true, only with possibilities here, not 
certainties; but we need not forget that if fan- 
aticism wins victories impossible for cautious 
men, it also runs risks that responsible men will 
not assume. As a result, apparently triumphant 
courses can suddenly change their aspect. The 
democracies, while coolly bearing these possibili- 
ties in mind, must meanwhile take every sensible 
measure for their own protection—New York 
Times, 
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Problem of Too Much Wheat 


Strange as it would seem, if we had not be- 
come inured to it, the world is faced with the 
problem of having too much wheat. The statis- 
tics of the International Institute of Agriculture 
and the discussions of the International Wheat 
Advisory Board this week leave no doubt that 
this terrible calamity has once again occurred. 
For the year 1938-1939 the supply of wheat for 
export is estimated at 1,140,000,000 bushels, im- 
port requirements at 540,000,000 bushels. The 
price of wheat has fallen from $1.31'2 to 64 cents 
a bushel; and the Wheat Advisory Board is re- 
duced to finding ways out of this crisis of abund- 
ance. It is suggested that the only sure way is to 
restrict production. A more encouraging pro- 
posal, to those who even now cannot believe that 
abundance is an evil, was made by F. L. Mac- 
dougall, economic adviser to the Austrian gov- 
ernment, who has recently discussed the subject 
of nutrition more fully in his pamphlet, “Food 
and Welfare.” He suggested that the adoption of 
more adequate nutritional policies would divert 
production from bread cereals to protective foods 
—milk, eggs, fresh vegetables—of which few 
countries can be said to have a sufficiency. His 
Suggestion is, unfortunately, unlikely to be 
accepted. Governments, like our own, prefer to 
g° on subsidizing wheat production, though it 
provokes crisis that can only be cured by the 
deplorable method of diminishing the production 
of which the soil is capable--The Spectator 
(London). 


Wanted—A Smali-Loan Law 


The annual report of the Dominion Super- 
intendent of Insurance tabled in the House of 
Commons on Thursday contains a suggestion 
which will, we hope, be acted upon by Parlia- 
ment at this session. 

Mr. Finlayson suggests —- recommends, in 
other words—that there should be “clarifying 
legislation” to prevent small loan companies im- 
posing “undue charges” on borrowers. Put in 
less parliarmentary language, what the experi- 
enced Superintendent of Insurance wants is a 
law aimed at the suppression of loan sharks, In 
that desire he must surely have the backing of 
everybody in Canada except these precious gen- 
try themselves. It is not a question of party or 
race or language or religion or financial policy or 
anything but of protecting a multitude of unfor- 
tunate people, driven to the verge of desperation 
for a few miserable dollars to keep alive on, 
from a swarm of human vampires that batten on 
their misery. Surely, if there is any legislation 
to come before the present session that can be 
described as “for the general advantage of Can- 
ada,” a successor to the Smal!-Loans Interest Act 
of last session comes under that head. The Act 
in question was not killed, but simply did not 
arrive at the stage where it could be fully de- 
bated and passed before the session came to an 
end. Warned by last year, those who want this 
or similar legislation as a weapon against usurers 
will certainly do everything possible to get the 
necessary Bill before the House as s00n as pos- 
sible. There will surely be no one on either side 
of either House who will oppose any such legis- 
lation on principle. Detail can be determined in 
debate and in committee.—Montreal Star.

The Passing Show

It was in Alberta 
that Pierre, who had been intended for the Dutch 
Reformed ministry by his parents in Holland, 
had a painful experience with Alberta Method- 
ism which, on the heels of experiences of service 
in the Great War, led to his giving up hope of a 
clerical career. 

His strict Cavinism rent, Pierre cast about 
him for some new work in life. Journalism seem- 
ed to be the least unattractive of several alter- 
natives, so he became a reporter. Since then 
his work abroad for the New York World, the 
Toronto Star and as a freelance journalist has 
made him a well-known figure. You will find 
it all set out in this portly volume of 520 pages, 
“Days of Our Years”, published by Hillman- 
Curl at $3.50.

Some of it is eerie, as when he tells of the 
big black dog he saw six or eight times in 1930 
in a small town in France. Each time it pattered 
along the floor audibly. It would stop ata 
whistle and turn round, wagging its tail, just like 
any ordinary well-behaved dog. But this dog 

was no ordinary dog. As one 
THE DOG THAT }ooked at it, it would begin to 
VANISHED fade,.grow fainter and fainter, 
till it would finally vanish com- 
pletely, like the cat in Lewis Carroll's “Alice in 
Wonderland.” He tells of many odd experiences. 

But vanishing dogs were not the only things 
Pierre van Paassen saw in Europe. He has seen 
and talked to Adolf Hitler, Benito Mussolini, 
Georges Clemenceat, the famous Captain Drey- 
fus, Maxim Litvinoff, Panoit Istrati, Marshal 
Lyautey, and dozens of other substantial persons 
in the public eye. He has seen war in Europe 
and in Africa, and reported events from most 
of the European capitals, as well as from centres 
in Canada and United States. 

Spain takes up a considerable portion of his 
narrative, Palestine another portion and Africa 
a third, with many a side excursion to the Neth- 
erlands, France and Canada.

Here in brief is van Paassen’s story, given 
with much circumstantiality, of why Mussolini 
was allowed to swallow Ethiopia—not, as is 
commonly believed, because the League of Na- 
tions was too weak to take drastic action against 
the aggressor, but to repay a debt that France 
owed Mussolini. In the sum- 
mer of 1934, says van Paassen, 
Hitler flew to Venice to confer 
with Mussolini. There he di- 
vulged to I] Duce his intention to mobilize Ger- 
many’s air fleet forthwith, and without warn- 
ing make a sudden attack upon France, bomb- 
ing to smithereens France’s great armament 
works and centres of communication and gassing 
half the population of Paris to death. 

Mussolini, says van Paassen, indignantly re- 
fused to have anything to do with such a plan 
of gangster attack upon France. Hitler left 
Venice in a “huff,” returning to Berlin, where 
Schliecher, Roehm and others had already been 
done away with because of their opposition to 
Hitler's plan to make a “sudden death” attack 
upon unsuspecting France. 

Mussolini, on leaving the conference, tele- 
phoned a French deputy who was holidaying 
on the Lido, and disclosed the Hitlerian plan to 
him. 

Such a friendly act called for grateful recog- 
nition by France. Mussolini thereupon embarked 
upon plans to seize Ethiopia, assured in advance 
that France would place no obstacle in his path, 
and would use its influence to prevent the 
League of Nations from taking drastic steps 
against Italy.

He teaches primarily that all ski 
turns are logically built up from the 
snowplow position, and that an 
“abstemmen,” or braking with the 
lower ski should momentarily pre- 
cede stem-turns and stem-christies, 
to give the body a reverse swing 
from which it can gyrate smoothly 
into a desired manoeuvre

But the Sunshine-excursionists 
only grasped a portion of the 
Schneider technique, and after care- 


| fully delivering what they had 


learned to fellow-Edmonton-skiers, 


| they themselves are eagerly await- 


ing a second lesson. And that will 
be available for all skiers here in 
the week following Monday, Febru- 
ary 20, when “Chess” Edwards, one 
of the top-ranking Banff skiers, and 
this year’s instructer at Sunshine 
Ski Lodge, arrives in Edmonton to 
present a series of exhibitions and 
lessons in slalom and downhill 
raceng Assisting Edwards will 
be Stan Ward, ace university race: 
who, like “Chess, was literally 
raised on the snowy slopes of Mt. 
Norquay in Banff.
